This  day  we're  celebrating  today.  Arbor  Day,  was  started 
away  back  in  1372,  in  the  State  of  Nebraska,  by  a man 
named  Jo  Sterling  Mortono  In  Nebraska  they  didnH  have 
many  treeso  That's  a prairie  country,  where  trees  don't 
grow  naturally  like  they  do  in  our  mountains o This 
Governor  Morton  loved  trees;  he  liked  to  plant  them  and 
see  them  growo  He  got  the  people  around  him  interested 
in  trees,  and  the  State  Legislature  finally  established 
Arbor  Day,  which  all  the  people  of  Nebraska  celebrated  by 
planting  trees  just  like  ^ celebrate  the  Fourth  of  July 
by  shooting  fire  crackerso  On  this  first  Arbor  Day, 
the  people  of  Nebraska  planted  a million  trees,  and 
each  year  now  they  plant  millions  moreo  — Well,  other 
people  in  other  States  got  interested  in  planting  trees, 
and  now  all  over  the  United  States  people  celebrate  Arbor 
Day,  which  ie  dedicated  to  tree  planting.  It  isn't  the 
same  day  in  every  State;  each  State  has  it's  own  Arbor 
Day,  but  everyone  of  the  48  States  has  one.  Later  on 
Ranger  Quick  is  going  to  show  you  how  to  plant  trees 
80  they  will  live  and  grow.

He  has  one  each  of  several  kinds  that  grow  her©  in 
our  mountains;  and  he  will  tell  you  something  about 
hovr  to  tell  the  pines  and  spruces  and  fixe  apart  — 

Of  course  some  of  you  know  that  the  ranger *s 
principal  job  is  to  protect  the  trees  we  have  by 
putting  out  fires,  and  killing  bugs  and  beetles  which 
destroy  theme  Of  course  we  plant  many,  many  millions 
of  trees,  too,  on  our  foxestSo  But  the  thing  I want 
you  kids  to  learn  is  to  help  protect  oue 
^hrery  year  a lot  more  trees  are  burned  than  we  can 
plant o And  most  of  these  trees  are  burned  because 
people  are  careless  with  fireo  They  leave  camp  fires 
burning  and  throw  matches  and  cigarettes  away  without 
putting  them  outo  Do  you  know  that  it  costs  our 
Government  millions  of  dollars  each  year  just  to  put 
out  the  fires  which  are  caused  by  people  being 
careless?  Well  it  does  - mllliono  of  dollars  — 
and  that*s  a lot  of  money  for  us  to  have  to  pay  as 
a penalty  for  people  being  careless <>  A lot  of  money 
and  work,  besides  the  loss  of  so  much  good  timber 
So  I want  all  of  you  to  learn  to  be  careful  with 
fire  when  you* re  out  in  the  woods  and  help  us  rangers 
to  keep  the  forests  green  and  beautiful.  Now  I *m  golig 
to  wind  up  by  reading  you  a few  verses  written  by  a 
ranger  who  loves  trees  like  Uro  Morton  dido  I round 
them  tacked  up  on  a tree  at  one  of  his  public  camp 
grounds,  Ke  calls  it  a campground  warning
